AVe could see about 100 -feet 
of it and along the after part of the 
object some of the ribs were visible. Had 
t not boen for a heavy swell I would 
lave launched a boat in an effort to 
earn its identity. The position of the 
derelict when we passed it Friday after- 
noon was 60 miles west of the Faral- 
ones. In latitude 37 degrees, 42 minutes 
north, lot'gltude 134 degrees, 34 minutes' 
west. 
Captain Hansen hazarded the opinion 
that the derelict might be that of the 111- 
'ated schooT-er Ruth E Godfrev, which 
left Tocopilla, August 2S, 1911, for Port 
Townsend, and was Fever heard from 
again.

In speaking of these measures Sen- 
ator Tyrrell says:

CONTEMPT TRIAL BY JURY. 
The usual process of citing a per- 
son for contempt of court and impos- 
ing punishment without further hear- 
ing will be abolished if the measure, 
known as senate bill No. 1286, intro- 
duced by Senator E. J. Tyrrell on be- 
half of the State Federation of Labor, 
becomes a law. The bill has been 
passed out of the senate judiciary 
committee and has gone to the second 
reading file of the upper house for 
action. 


This bill provides for a trial by 
Jury for any person who shall com- 
mit any contempt of court by wilfully, 
out of the presence of the court and 
not so near thereto as to obstruct the 
administration of justice, disobey any 
lawful writ, 
process, 
order, rule or 


command of any court or any Judge 
thereof. 


Upon demand made by himself or 
through an attorney, such a person 
may be tried by a Jury, regardless of 
whether such contempt be of a civil 
or criminal nature and whenever It 
be punishable by statute at common 
law or in equity. 


GUARDIANSHIP EQUAL. 
The quiet yet effective work of the 
legislative bureau of the California 
Federation of Women's Clubs, which 
has been maintained at Sacramento 
ever since the fortieth session of the 
legislature convened Is indicted In the 
passage of the' equal guardianship bill 
by both houses of the legislature. 
This Is one of the many measures 


In which the women are interested. It 
gives the mother equal Jurisdiction 
with the father over minor children. 
Two years ago this measure. In almost 
Identical form, was defeated. 
This 
session It is one of the first measures 
to reach the governor for his signa- 
ture. 


No particular set of bills has been 
mappe'd out by the women for pas- 
sage. In Indorsing measures or ad- 
vancing them the federation confines 
itself to policies. 
First In Importance on tho list of 
policies of the federation Is that meas- 
ure introduced in the senate by Sen- 
ator Brown of Los Angeles and by 
Assemblyman Nelson of Humboldt, re- 
quiring a health certificate of a can- 
didate for marriage. 
Second In im- 
portance the women placed the joint 
guardianship measure. 
The 
joint 
guardianship measure has passed the 
legislature. 
The health 
certificate 
bills are out 
of 
committee. 
Both 


houses are almost certain to pass the 
bills. 


Another policy which the federation 
la pressing requires fathers of illegiti- 
mate children to support them. A 
measure to this end is on the point of 
passage. 
The federation la also supporting 
the policy of a minimum wage for 
women. A bill, backed by Governor 
Johnson, providing for an adequate 
solution of this problem will undoubt- 
edly be passed. 
The club women's lobby took an 
active part in the passage of the red- 
light Injunction and abatement act. 
The club women are 
actively, al- 


though 
without much 
ostentation, 


supporting the bill to raise the age of 
consent from sixteen to eighteen year*. 
The federation represents 3*0 club* 
in California, with a mevsberihlp of 
more than 30,000. Mrs. George Ed- 
ward Swan la chairman In charge of 
the bureau.

when Delezene crossed the line at 12.18 
yesterday afternoon. 


Delezene, who had trailed Johnson al 
the way until the last few hours, was 
wildly welcomed when he drove down the 
trail behind his dogs and came Into Nome 
with all his racers on their feet. Two 
thousand people, virtually the entire win- 
ter population of Nome, had assembled 
on the snow to see the finish, and when 
the Delezene dogs cama into sight the 
crowd went wild.

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SCHOOL DIRECTOR ANNIE BROWN, THE WOMAN OF THE HOUR 


Our schools should be the object of the peo- 


ple's greatest care, because they touch the life and 
welfare of the people closer than any other public 
utility and at a point reached by no other activity 
of government. 


Hence Miss Annie Florence Brown should be 


re-elected to the Board of Education by an over- 
whelming majority. Her solicitude for the wel- 
fare of the schools is the only objection urged 
aginst her. The advocates of an outworn and 
vicious system are striving to defeat her as an 
example for other School Directors who may 
deem it their duty to Keep themselves informed 
as to what goes on in the department, or may be 
disposed to use their individual judgment in 
dealing' with the administration of the schools. 


The dummy school board system must go. 


It is an obstacle to improvement. It retards pro- 
gress in primary education. It is opposed to in- 
quiry and change. It is inhospitable to new ideas 
and new methods. It sacrifices efficiency to rule 
and economy to method. 


Miss Brown has striven with all her might to 


bring the schools up to a higher standard of ex- 
cellence; therefore she is to be punished. She 
has been active in informing herself in regard 
to all matters within the province of the school 
board; therefore she is to be eliminated. She has 
endeavored to give to the school department the 
attention the law contemplates that a School Di- 
rector should g'ive; therefore she is to be con- 
demned as a meddler. 


Imagine what this means: Devotion to of- 


ficial duty and the interests of the schools is to 


be put under ban as something mischievous! 
Are the people ready to declare that a School Di- 
rector should refrain from meddling in the af- 
fairs of the school department, should have no 
individual opinions to offer, no suggestions to 
maHe, and no personal Knowledge to act upon? 
That is not Miss Brown's conception of the duty 
of a School Director. 
Neither is it THE 


TRIBUNE'S idea, and we do not believe it is the 
people's idea. It is certainly not to the interest 
of the schools or the teachers. 


Miss Prown should be elected for precisely 


the same reasons that she is opposed. She is 
competent, she is faithful and she is intelligently 
and fearlessly striving to increase the efficiency 
of the schools and to have the department's af- 
fairs administered on business principles. By 
all means she should be Kept on the school board. 


Baccus and Anderson. 


Superintending the streets is a man's job. It should be in 


the hands of a practical man of experience and sound judgment 


Such a man is "William J. Baccus, who has directed the opera- 


tions of the street department during the past two years with 
capacity and fidelity. Indeed the streets have never been so well 
cared for as they have been since Mr. Baccus took charge of the 
department. Every merchant and real estate dealer knows this 
to be true. 


Courtesy, fairness and diligence are the guiding rules of Mr. 


Baccus' conduct. The streets bear testimony to the good service 
be is giving. If the faithful performance of duty counts for any- 
thing, he will be re-elected at the primary tomorrow. 


Harry S. Anderson has also made a capable and energetic Com- 


missioner of Public Works. No serious assertion is made by any- 
body that he has failed in his duty or has been untrue to his trust. 


Sound public policy is in favor of giving Mr. Anderson another 


term, since good service deserves reward and encouragement. If 
the people would have their affairs managed by faithful and com- 
petent officials they must manifest their approval of .a. conscien- 
tious discharge of duty by commending them at the polls and re- 
taining them in office. 


Capable, honest and efficient men should not be displaced arid 


untried persons chosen in their stead when there is no substantial 
reason, justifying a change. Baccus and Anderson merit com- 
mendation. They should be re-elected.

school Directors. Both have had experience in the school board, 
both have demonstrated their fitness and fidelity, both are up- 
right, honorable and trustworthy. They should go in with Miss 
Annie Brown and make the Board of Education the useful body 
the charter intended it to be. 


Mr. Rogers has served two terms in the school board, and 


gave practical proof of his devotion to the schools and his desire 
to promote their efficiency. He controls himself and acts on his 
own judgment. He believes progress in-the^schools should keep 
pace with the evolution of society and economics. He is not 
wedded to theories, abstractions and precedents, and his mind is 
receptive to every suggestion looking to improvement. He repre- 
sents the wage-earning class, and .is impressed with the belief 
that the' schools should be made 'as useful to the mass of the 
people as it is possible to make them.

Profecfion of Business Quarter Aga/nsf Fire 


A mistake has been made in granting a permit to erect a 


flimsy, combustible wooden frame building now in 
course of 


erection on a lot fronting on the south side of Eighth street, on 
the block east of Webster, between Seventh and Eighth, which 
was recently the scene of one of the fiercest fires that have 
occurred in Oakland in some time. At one stage of the fire a con- 
flagration was threatened over the whole of the territory lying 
east of the scene of the burning buildings to the water-line of the 
north arm of the estuary. 
Several incipient fires were started, 


as far east as Oak street, from flying burning embers, which dis- 
tracted the attention of the department to suppress. 


There is now pending an ordinance to extend the fire limits 


eastward to Oak or Fallen street or the water, line of the north 
arm of the estuary, as an essential measure of protection against 
a general conflagration in that district, where property is no 
longer adapted to residence purposes, and has been invaded by 
business. Land values have correspondingly advanced. It should 
not be made possible for the foundation to be relaid in any section 
'of that quarter of the city for the starting of any kind of con- 
flagration; nor should the erection of any building to be erected 
in it now that does not meet with the requirements of the fire- 
limit ordinance which is in the course of being extended over the 
district.

S the spring approaches and heavy wraps are laid 
aside for a day or so, then resumed again for a 
couple of chilly days, persons given to thoughts of 
rheumatism are in danger of trouble from that 
source. I have been asked how to prevent this 
rheumatic tendency. 
I would suggest diet alone 


as a cure. As the seasons change, so the quality of foods 
change; we all know that meats and heavy -foods may be eaten 
during extremely cold weather without danger, excepting 
from overloading. Meats are heating to the blood and there- 
fore are a certain protection aga'nst cold. In the spring when 
the blood requires no artificial means of warming, the diet 
should be changed; rich sauces and spices of all kinds should 
be avoided, no shell fish should be eaten. The dietary should 
be principally vegetarian, with the addition of eggs, chicken 
and boiled fish. Oatmeal for a breakfast food should be 
avoided during the warm days and hominy or any other light 
cereal should be used in its place. Salads, with a plain dress- 
ing of oil, vinegar, pepper and salt, are very nourishing. Po- 
tatoes, boiled or baked in .their'skins, are wonderfully nour- 
ishing. Some food specialists declare that all the nourishment 
of potatoes is lost when the skins are removed before cooking 
them,'and I am sure thers is nothing more delicious than a 
baked potato with a little butter, pepper and salt, or an old- 
fashioned boiled potato with the same dressing. 


In the spring custards and creams should take the place of 


pies and rich pastry, and fresh fruits should take the place1'of 
cooked fruits. Apples raw are health-giving to-a great de- 
gree; pears and grapes uncooked are beneficial in the spring. 
Plenty of water should be taken between meals. If you must 
drink with meals, camomile tea, with- or without sugar and 
milk, is helpful to digestion. This diet is a preventive of uric 
acid and therefore of'any rheumatic tendency. Following this 
regime, together with plenty of outdoor life, should keep any 
one in perfect health and happiness. No diet should be kept 
up more than a couple of months at a time. A change if only 
for a couple of weeks is beneficial, if only to change the 
thoughts and refresh them. Eemember,- nature changes our 
climate four times a year; we should follow her example and 
change our diet .with her.
